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ELECTRICITY FOR VILLAGES 
IN MACEDONIA . CROATIA 

POSTWAH POWER FACILITY IN MACEDONIA — Borba, Nc 107, 7 May L 9 

The Eire -Tear Plan call* for an increase jt lL.3 percent In the output 
of electrio power in Macedonia by 1951, or an increase from 15 million 
kilowatt -hours in 1939 to 215 million kilowatt -hours in 1951. Since the 
liberation, lL towns and more than 35 Tillages in Macedonia hare been elec- 
trified. 

Before the war, Macedonia was the moat backward part of Yugoslavia in 
e lectri o povwr production. The few power plants built by the Macedonian 
Oorenment ware locates near the large oities, Skoplje, Teoovo, aal Bitolj, 

^ Tew srez seats built sma ll thermoelectric povjr plants . In all 
Macedonia only about ten village*, near Skoplje and Tetovo, had electrio 
lighting. The viwvar government was not interested in the economic develop- 
ment of Macedonia, and the Bulgarian occupation authorities did no nnre than 
make promises and prepare plana. 

In I9V7 construction was begun on the great hydroelectric power plant 
on the 8apaacica Blrer near the -illage of Diovo in Bitolj Srez, where 
volunteers £» the People's Front are still working. Itaediately after 
thi* project was started, work began on the construction of the large 
hydroelectric power plant* at Doani^ in Kavadar Srez, at Zmovka in Kbcan* 
Simz, and at Brega Ini ca in Carevo E3I0 Srez. 

In April 19*6 the largest power plant in Macedonia, the Hydrocombine 
on the Badika Hirer near Mavrovo Han, was started. Over 6,500 teen-age 
boys and girls from all parts of Yugoslavia have taken part in the construc- 
tion, in addition to paid workers . 

Several small thermoelectric power plants were erected imw* lately 
after the liberation Frcm them the srez seats, Sveti Nikola, Radoviste, 
Besan, Carevo Selo, Kratovo, Negotln na Vardaru, Krusevo, Prhcevo, aid 
Kavadar, received power for electrification . Soon a power p lan t will La 
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put Into operation at Stniga . The existing power plants at Strumlca, Stip, 
and Kumanovo have been enlarged to permit a 200-percont increase in power 
output. 

Whan the power plants were built in the srez seats, more than 35 
villages ware electrified. About 20 kilometers of long-distance power 
line wore built. Some villages received power from the large plants in 
the cities, and in some villages the farmers themselves er* sted small, power 
plants, such as the small thermoelectric power plants at Galicnik, Bogdanica, 
Xazaropolje, and elsewhere. This year similar power plants will be opened 
at Bogomila in Tito Teles Srez, at Miravci in Djevdjelija Srez, at Blsce 
in Lacan* Srez, at Uzem in ICriva Palanka Srez, at Velgosti in Ohrid Srez, 
at Yrapeiste in Gostivar Srez, ar& at VeXcani in Struga Srez. The village 
power plants have a capacity of 265 kilovolt -amperes each, while the local 
power plants to be put into operation this year will have a capacity of 
kOO kilovolt-amperes each. 

The village power plants were built by volunteer labor donated by 
members of the People's Front and teen-agers. The material was obtained 
from local sources. 

A small hydroelectric power plant will soon be opened in the village 
of Tevoanl. The building for the transformer is under construction, and 
poles have been obtained for the electric wires. Another small hydroelec- 
tric power plant la being built in the village of Bogomile in Tito Velee 
Srez. The People’s Front will raise the money to buy technics 1 equipment 
through the sale of firewood cut by its members working as volunteers. . 
Poles to carry the vires have already been acquired. 

A large thermoelectric power plant, which will supply power to many 
towns, will be completed within a few days. The long-distance power lines 
from Probiotip to Stip and from Probistip to Kboane, which arc now being 
completed, will begin to carry current on 1 May.
